LONDON, Nov. 3. 
The Paris "Liber-to-" 
says that renewed fighting has 
ta- 
ken placo south of Ladysmltu, in which 
the British lost another thousand. men 
killed, wounded and captured, and that 
General Meyer holds the railway. This 
may or my not be true, but the fact 
remains thattbenewB.of 
the capture 
or the Hussars 
last 
week 
was first 
known In .Paris. 
The War Office says It has not 
re- 
ceived any such news. 
The War Ofllce 
Informed 
tho Asso- 
ciated Press that 
dispatch had been 
received 
from the Governor of Natal, 
Sir Walter Francis 
n, 
announcing that communication 
with 
Ladysmlth had been Interrupted 
sinco 
2:30 Thursday afternoon. 
This is not 
regarded by the War Ofllce, howover, 
as In any wise confirming the rumor of 
a complete investment of Ladysmlth, or 
of the capture of Colenso. 
The Times, 
commenting editorially 
upon the fact that news appears to ar- 
rive In Belgium 
from 
South 
Africa 
through some channel uncontrolled by 
British censorship, reminds 
the. Gov- 
ernment that information valuable to 
the enemy can similarly leak from Eu- 
rope to 
the Transvaal. 
It 
suggests 
that the Government should fully ex- 
ercise Its right under existing conven- 
tions, if any such channel has been for 
special reasons left open, and itapp- 
ears to think 
tnere 
may be 
some 
truth in yesterday's Berlin and Paris 
stories.

The Havas Agency 
this evening publishes

"CAPE TOWN, Nov. 2. 
The news of 
the Boers' two victories around 
Lady- 
smlth has created considerable excite- 
ment among the Afrikanders, who do 
not conceal their Joy. 
The second 
vic- 
tory was won by the Free Staters, com- 
manded by Lucas Meyer, who seised 
Colenso, thus. cutting off the retreat of 
General White, who is wounded. 
The 
investment of Ladysmlth 
Is complete 
and the Boers are masters of 
Pleter-marltsbu- 
rg 
and 
the 
Durban railway. 
The surrender of M&feking Is expected. 
It Is also confirmed that the Free Sta- 
ters have seised Colesburg." 
LONDON, Nov. 2. 
The Secretary of 
the War Office, 
who 
was shown the 
Cape Town 
dispatch 
of 
the 
Havas 
Agency, said the statements 
were ut- 
terly baseless. Brussels, where the Ha- 
vas originated, Is the headquarters of 
Dr, Leyds, the Diplomatic Agent of the 
Transvaal, and It is thought the Cape 
Town dispatch may be an exaggerated 
Boer version of tho recent fighting. 
LADYSM1TII 
IS CUT OFF. 
LONDON, Nov, 3, 6 a, m. 
Ladysmlth 
Is cut off from communication with the 
outside world. 
The wires are 
down, 
Boers surround the town, 
Boer guns 
are pouring shells Into It 
that Is, If It 
Is not already abandoned or taken, 
London 
is trying to bo cheerful, but 
citnnot 
reach 
Lady, 
smith for ut leant a v.eik, and 
things 
lire looking extremely liluu for (lonarnl 
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What has haptcned since that 
day, 
when two British regiments were .cap- 
tured, Is mostly deduction from 
the 
meagre messages that 
come through. 
t 
Not n single correspondent 
Is allowed 
to say a word about that disaster, so 
beyond tho text of tho official report we 
know 
nothing, nor does the Govern 
ment. 
Great crowds have besieged tho War 
Ofllce for many days, asking in vain for 
news of friends and relatives in tho 
regiments. 
Ladysmlth was still holding out 
at 
2:30 o clock yesterday afternoon, when 
General White's last message waa dis- 
patched. It Is certain that he sent mora 
news about the critical situation, but 
the Government refrained from wak 
ing It public. 
As nearly as can be Judged, here is 
what happened 
at 
Ladysmlth 
since 
Monday's .disastrous battle: 
General White withdrew 
his forces 
Into the town and "sent out all the wont-e- n 
and children. 
The Boers quickly 
resumed their old position on the cob; 
mandlng hills, to the top of which they 
dragged their big guns, which 
mast 
liae cost them prodigious labor. Then 
began the dropping of shells Into 
tke 
British camp. 
We know this frosi the 
report that Lieutenant Edgerton of tke 
cruiser Powerful was seriously wound' 
cd in the foot Wednesday by a shell. 
In tho meantime the British cruiser 
had been rushing to Durban and land- 
ing every available man and sending 
ashore light and 
medlum-sUt- 
d 
guns, 
wnicn were nastily mounted on imnro 
vised carriages anl hurried up the rail 
way 10 LAaysmitb. 
How many 
bluejackets 
and 
guns 
reached General White is noflcnown, 
but it Is thought tho naval brigade has 
to act 
on 
the 
defensive at Colenso 
bridge. 
The cutting 
of the wires looks 
as 
though the defense 
of Colenso failed, 
although London 
Is trying to get some 
comfort out of tho possibility that 
a 
mero raiding party nipped the wires. 
Colenso bridge Is an Important stra 
teglcal point fourteen miles 
sotfth 
of 
Ladysmlth. 
If the Boers succeWIn 
It, the hope of rushing troops 
and supplies to General White by rail- 
way from Durban 
nnd 
Pietermarltz-bur- 
g 
is gone. 
General Joubert, evidently, is repeat- 
ing his successful 
tactics which caused 
tho evacuation of Glencoe and Dundee, 
but ho Is taking more precautions this 
tlmo to cut off tho retreat of the Brit- 
ish. 
Some military critics think that. Gen 
eral White has evacuated Ladysmlth, 
which is not very strong in natural 
de- 
fenses, and baa fallen back on 
Colon-so.Ukl- 
ng 
poaltloaua the soutkaida 
of the fiver, whero he could 
mako 
a 
much stronger defense, and also 
nra 
vent tho posslblo capture of tho cntlro 
army. 
It seoms to bo a mighty blue sit 
uation tonight for tho British arms In 
Natal. 
THE SURROUNDING 
NOT 
CONSID- 
ERED SURE. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 3. 
A dispatch to 
tho Tribune from London says: 
The news that telegraphic communi- 
cation with Ladysmlth has been inter- 
rupted does not necessarily prove that 
tho Boers have surrounded me 
town 
and closed In. It seems most probablo 
that they have placed themselves 
11 n- - 
on the British lines of communication, 
repeating exactly their Dundee tactics. 
Apparently General Joubert means to 
attempt to capture 
General 
White's 
force, in the hope either to bring Eng- 
land to terms or lead to European 
in- 
tervention. 
A circumstantial report comes 
from 
Paris relating that General Lucas 
Mey- 
er, after fighting another battlo south 
of Ladysmlth, In 
which the 
British 
lost a thousand meu, has occupied 
Co- 
lenso 
In force and holds the railway 
from Ladysmlth 
to Pletcrmarltzbure. 
Nothing Is, however, 
known 
In regard 
to mis matter at the War Office, and 
the rumor Is not credited in any 
re 
sponsible quarter. 
ANXIETY FOR WHITE. 
LONDON, Nov. 3. 
The real question 
now for the British public is. can Gen 
eral White hold out another ten days 
or iwo weexs, until tne army corps ar- 
rives? 
Less anxiety would 
be felt on 
this account were it not that every day 
seems 10 Dring rresn lists 01 casualties, 
proving that much has been concealed 
as to the real state of affairs.

best the coming 
week must prove

critical and anxious time.

CONCILIATION. 
Tho commission adds 
that nothing 
came of the negotiations for settlement 
or peace,

were without powers and merely came 
and came again for information. Cour- 
teous reception was accorded to the in- 
surgent commissions and earnest

Lansing liaT'b'ceii appointed Minister 
of Flnanco to fill tho vacancy made by 
the resignation of lion. S. M. Damon, 
who Is In Europo scoklng immigration 
for tho Islands. 
This Is 
tho 
second 
tlmo Mr, Lansing has been nt the head 
of tho Treasury Department. 
During 
his previous term ho wan satisfactory 
alike to his chief, colleagues and the 
country at large. 
Whether or no Mr. 
Damon will euro to return to tho office 
upon finishing his triple 
0110 of the local 
finishing his trip Is ono of tho local 
puzzles. 
Mr. lousing Is known as one 
of tho foremost business men of the 
community. He was formerly In themer- - 
chandlslng business with 
M. Phillips 
& Co., but Is now In lauds and u plan- 
tation and insurance with Gear, 
Lan- 
sing & Co. 
Politically ho has always 
been prominently 
Identified 
with tho 
Annexation or reform party and has 
dono valuablo service. 
Ho was for a 
long time a member of the Board of 
Health. 
Mr. Lansing takes the port 
folio ut a time when tho "eyes of tho 
peoplo" 
nro on tho office, or rather on 
tho contents of the strong box.

surplus now Is about a million and a 
quarter and Inside of two months it is 
expected to reach the neat round figure 
of two millions.

A tow days after the receipt here of

ment.

A further

and that tho friendly attitude he main- 
tained when here officially had

placo to a settled dislike of tho Hawaii- 
an Administration that would in due 
tlmo manifest itsdf In opposition in 
the Senate to tho Territorial

perhaps, urging that a duty be laid on 
sugar from tho Islands. 
All talk on what came to be referred 
to us tho Cullom letter has been under 
the stated Boal of confidence, but by the

Congressmen do not seem

"Senator Cullom said that It had been 
his earnest

such would bo granted us unless a rad- 
ical chango 
ot 
front took place. 
He 
scored 
sharply tho efforts made here 
to crowd In tho largast posslblo 
num- 
ber of contract laborers, contrary to tke 
spirit of American Institutions, before 
American laws go Into effect. 
"Senator 
Cullom 
evidently 
doesn't 
understand our labor needs as well aa 
ho would If he had had practical expe- 
rience with them for a few years; bat 
that doesn't chango the facts In 
tke 
case. 
He 
certainly 
understands our 
conditions better and looks upon 
tke 
contract systom moro leniently 
than 
most ot his associates 
in 
Congreaa; 
they will have none of It, and as Sen- 
ator Cullom says, if wo fall short 
la 
obtaining 
we have bat 
ourselves to 
blame, 
or 
perhaps 
we 
should bettor say tho Hawaiian Execu- 
tive and Supreme Court, who have done 
tnoir best to prove that the American 
Constitution bad no bearing here. 
"Mr. Damon's trip to Italy la regard- 
ed by Benator Cullom as but another 
contract-labo- r 
scheme, and one can aea 
from what ho says concerning It, tke 
causo 
of the unfavorable opinion ex- 
pressed by tho Executive In Washing- 
ton."

Captain Walter Milnor, 
who brought 
the 
hard-luc- k 
steamer Columbia 
from 
Seattle to this poit and who had con- 
siderable troublo cno way and another 
with his charge and the crew and cer- 
tain of the passengers, Is the only per 
son in any way touching the- vessel to 
escape the "hoodoo." 
Captain Milnor a lew weeks ago felt 
into 1400,000 and Is now ono of the big 
men of the Sound country. 
He makes 
the fashions In Seattle and most of the 
stores of the place remain closed till he 
comes down In the morning. 
It was brought out In one of the nu- 
merous Columbia lawsuits hero that 
far many monthB prior to 
the sailor business, Milnor 
was a wa- 
terfront reporter for ono of the Seattle 
,lapers at a very moderate salary. 
He 
was a bright chap with a remarkable 
.capacity 
for looking wise and saying 
little. 
Somehow 
he managed to 
be-co- 
a 
power 
with the 
Inspection 
Board that was passing on tho 
sea- 
worthiness and engine plants of 
ves- 
sels of the numerous fleets entering the 
Klondike trade during the days of the 
stampede 
to the 
gold 
fields of the 
frozen eldorado. 
Milnor turned 
this 
position to such benefit for himself that 
without any particular 
claim to such 
distinction 
he was called to the com- 
mand of the magnificent steamship Ari- 
zona, now the Hancock, one of the two 
finest transports 
afloat, 
anu 
at one 
time a 
record-hold- 
er 
on the Western 
ocean. 
He had his (Hag up on the Ari- 
zona Just about four hours. 
It devel- 
oped that he was guilty of an astonish- 
ing error of judgment.but he scented a 
better thing as master of the Colum 
bia, v hlch was advertised to become a 
great earner as a liner between 
tho 
Sound cities and these Islands. 
It is 
more than likely that the prospect was 
rather alluring. 
At any rate, Milnor 
ousted one of the Colgrove 
boys and 
became 
captain 
of x the Columbia and 
the big man afloat for the new com 
pany. 
Milnor 
was in Honolulu for weeks 
and weeks. 
Once he started for Seat- 
tle from Hllo with the Columbia, 
but 
struck a blow and came back with 
a 


first-clas- s 
yarn of the deep peril. 
It 
was noted of .tho man 
that nothing 
could disturb blm. 
Every hour on the 
Columbia or ashore In this country was 
one of trouble and worry, but Milnor 
was 
always 
dignified, 
and apparently wholly confident. 
On 
one trip between 
Hllo and this port 
some of the crew 01 passengers secured 
his photograph, painted 
noose around the neck and put tho pic- 
ture on the 
captain's 
door.. 
Milnor 
smiled the same as he did when under 
the 
cross-fir- e 
of attorney 
questioning 
in 
the courts heie 
for a 
couple 
of 
months. 
Nothing ruffled him. 
He can- 
not possibly 
have 
a 
more dignified 
bearing as the possessor 
of 
$400,000 
than he had 
whn 
stranded 
on the 
beach in Hawaii pel.

CHILDREN. 


Entertainment aid Ernest 
Discus- 
sion oi the Future. 
The Hawaiian Mission Children's So- 
ciety met Saturday evening In the par- 
lors of Kawalahao Seminary. 
The evening was spent In an Inter- 
esting discussion of a report brought In 
by a 
committee appointed 
to devise 
new forms of entertainment that might 
specially Interest young people, and in 
listening to a number ot songs by Ka- 
walahao students that were introduced 
from time to time during the discus- 
sion. 
The committee, disapproving of the 
only brand new form of entertainment 
suggested to them (that of having tab- 
leaux of the missionary 
fathers 
and 
mothers at meetings), brought in a re- 
port pioposing that the society become 
a purely memorial institution, that the 
meetings be fewer, consisting of 
one 
regular .meeting a year and a few oth- 
ers, which 
should commemorate 
spe- 
cific historical 
events 
connected with 
the Hawaiian Mission, that the usual 
appropriation! 
be no longer made an- 
nually, and that no new members 
be 
admitted unless of missionary descent 
or connected by 
marriage or descent 
with a member of the society. 
Tho discussion developed 
a , hearty 
approval 
of the committee'! course In 
repudiating the Idea of having tableaux 
of the missionary fathers at meetings, 
the only tableau mentioned with favor 
during the evening being that of a cer 
tain missionary 
futher on 
horseback 
with one son la front and one behind 
The pioposal to have fewer meetings a 
jour than twelve was approved of gen- 
erally, but strong opposition made to 
tho rest of the report. 
The aloha of 
the old member! vt the organization, 
ns it wus, appeared plainly. 
It was 
said among other 
things 
that there 
were no begrudging givers to tho so 
fluty, that the moetlugi were aa largo

APIA, Sept. 30. 
On the day the 
Aiu-me- 
left news came down from 
Alei-pa- ta 
that the High Chief Tulslla had 
killed n couple of men 
by 
shooting 
them with a revolver. 
Tulslla Is one of the highest chlefB 
In Atua, and some six years ago delib- 
erately shot his own brother while he 
was engaged in putting a child to sleep. 
Ever since then he has had to go about 
with an armed 
body-guar- 
d, 
sometimes 
a large number 
never less than six. 
His brother's 
people 
had sworn 
ven- 
geance, but never exacted 
it. 
Lately at Aleipata, In Atua, a taalo'.o, 
or feast, was being held, and some 
tri- 
vial matter 
caused 
a dispute amonu 
some of the young bloods. 
Tulslla was 
not at the taalolo. but In his own 
vil- 
lage, closo by. 
When the matter was 
told him, he got up, walked 
to where 
all were assembled, 
and deliberately 
went up and struck a man In the face. 
The assailed turned to run, knowing 
Tulsila's reputation, but Tulslla drew 
big revolver and shot the man, and al- 
so another close by. 
Both fell dead. 
Then a chief of equal rank called out 
to kill Tulslla, and ho was Immediately 
set upon with knives and axes. 
He 
was wounded on the head and atomach, 
but not before he had shot a third man. 
His assailants left him on the ground, 
thinking he was dead, but his friends, 
In removing him, found 
he was alive, 
and brought him to Apia to the Ger 
man warship Cormoran, for 
medical 
attendance. 
The doctor could do noth 
ing, and the dying chief was 
taken 
home again to Aleipata, where he died 
last Monday. 
His death will 
bo a great relief to 
the whole district. 
The families who 
had the men Jellied by the chief talked 
at first ot getting help from the 
Malle-to- a 
district of Faleallll, and starting 
fighting again, but the. death ot Tulslla 
enabled wise counsels to prevail, and 
no fighting took 'place

used in this 
connection.

considers 
that the salt water used on the streets 
Is not to blame for the epidemic of sore 
eyes (it such exists). 
On the contrary, 
salt water is largely used for 
street-waterin- 
g- 
purposes in the coast cities of 
the 
Medlterannean, at Brighton, 
the 
large watering-plac- 
e 
on the south coast 
of England, and very largely In San 
Francisco and Oakland, and with great 
satisfaction to all concerned, as It tends 
to pack the dust. 
Nor, says the 
Doc- 
tor, has he ever heard of any objection 
on the ground of 
Bait-wat- 
er 
sprinkling 
aa a factor In producing sore eyes, hav- 
ing been advanced in any place where 
It Is used. 
Surely tho pennlo living along

Harper & Brother- - have reorntly is 
sued "Hawaiian America" tho author 
of which Is Caspar Whitney. 
The book 
Is admirably Illustrated. 
On reading It, ono Is surprised at the 
amount of uccurato Information, nnd 
tho correct estimate of men nnd things, 
which 
It contains. 
Mr. Whitney is a 
spongo 
In his capacity for absorbing 
data of all kinds. 
His visit In those 
Islands was short, but ho has obtained 
and 
recorded 
In this book, n greator 
variety 
of Information than has 
ap- 
peared In any of the books which have 
been recently published 
on tho subject 
of 
Hawaii. 
The 
material 
Is 
well 
digested. 
There are some Inaccurate 
statements. 
Mr. Whitney 
Is not correct in stat 
ing that Kamehameha II. gave land to 
tho early missionaries, with tho result 
that tho children of these missionaries, 
instead of being sent hack to America 
remained on the Islands to bo educated. 
The King gave little. If any, lands to 
the missionaries. 
Tho few small 
par 
cels, of no market value in the early 
days, which the .missionaries 
did obtain 
were 
usually purchased 
for cow 
pas 
tures and gardens. 
Sixty years after- 
wards somo 
of theso 
parcels 
became 
valuable for cano cultivation. 
Many 
of tho children of tho missionaries were 
sent to tho American 
colleges, 
and 
much 
personal sacrifice 
was 
made 
In 
doing so. 
The American 
Board of Mis 
sions established, nt ns own expense, 
tho Punahou school, now Oahu college, 
lands.

young enlisted men, In a recent Inter- 
view, said that on tho trip across the 
continent nnd on tho voyage from San 
Fiuliclsco, the men suffered 
from the 
dust, heat, and crowded 
conditions of

The. sleeping 
bunks on the lower 
decks 
were 
close 
together, and at times the heat was 
In- 
tolerable; that many of the 
men on 
landing hero desired a fresh bath, and 
cool drinking water, but that neither 
were to be had without begging for It.

houses near the coul sheds, and the cost 
of distributing pipes through them, so

And now to turn your attention 
to 
the Important matter demanding 
our 
consideration, the question that needs 
to be answered Is this: 
Is thero any 
action that this Synod ought to take in 
consequence 
of the annexation of 
the 
Hawaiian Islands to tho United States 
of America, and, if no, what should that 
action be? 
But before we can proceed 
to determine tho course to be pursued, 
we ought first clearly to ascertain bow 
the political change affects 
us 
as 
a 
Church. 
If we know clearly where we 
stand, it will not be a difficult matter 
to determine how we ought to act. 
The 
Anglican 
Church 
in 
Hawaii 
stands today in a position which, as 
far as I know, la without precedent in 
odern times. 
I am aware that our 
position la supposed 
to be parallel 
to 
taat of the Church in tho American 
colonies at the date of the Declaration 
t ladependence; 
but that is not 
tho 
ease. 
The refusal 
of 
tho Crown 
of 
Oreat Britain to sanction the consecra- 
tion ot bishops for the colonies had loft 
taa Church 
in 
America, 
widespread 
though it was, without organization, 
the 
clergy 
who 
ministered in their 
cfcarchea 
being 
under 
the 
nominal 
Jurisdiction ot successive Bishops 
of 
Ijondon, not one of whom ever crossed 
the Atlantic to hold a confirmation, or 
ever deputed any other bishop to act on 
their behalf. 
It 
was 
not until 
the 
American colonies bad separated them- 
selves from the mother 
country that 
they obtained the Episcopate, and with 
it Diocesan organization, which there- 
fore dates from th3 commencement of 
the national history 
of the republic. 
Very different is tue position 
of 
the 
Church In tho Hawaiian Islands. 
In- 
stead of tho work ot Church organiza- 
tion having to be commenced 
at 
the 
date of tho Islands warning 
under tho 
Government of the United States, the 
American Church finds hero a Church 
In full communion 
with their on, ful- 
ly organized with tho threefold minis- 
try, and having 
history of thirty- - 
seven years, It is due to tue fostering 
care of tho Church ot Kiiglunil, 
uxor 
clsed chiefly through the Society for tho 
Propagation of tlio 
(lospel, that

In 
consequence. 
In our own case, if we are of opinion 
that this Dioicse should now become a 
dlocesu 
or missionary jurisdiction 
of 
the American Church It Is well to be 
suro that we stand on solid ground In 
holding that opinion. 
On what 
basis 
docs such nn opinion rest.' 
It Is well 
to ask that question because some seem 
to think that the annexation of the Isl- 
ands by tho Government nt Washing- 
ton has already brought these Islands 
under the Jurisdiction of the Church In 
tho United States. 
To holu this would 
bo to regard the Kingdom ot Christ to 
be subordinate to earthly kingdoms and 
dependent on moves made by players 
on earth's 
political chessboard. 
No; 
directly the annexation of the Islands 
does not affect our position In tho least. 
But it does so Indirectly. 
It brings us 
Into n new 
relation 
to the American 
branch of the 
Anpllcnn communion; 
and whilst on the side of the 
Church 
in the United States n, responsibility is 
felt for supplying the spiritual 
needs 
of this new possession of their country, 
which, when the position Is fully 
un- 
derstood, will, I doubt not, Issue In full 
provision being mnde for maintaining 
In Its Integrity 
the 
Church 
already 
planted hero; on our side we should 
fall in our duty wero we not to take 
such steps as are In our power to bring 
this Dloccso Into union with the Church 
In the United States. 
By proceeding In this direction 
wo 
shall be acting on tho recommendation 
of tho first 
Lambeth 
Conference in 
18G7, "That all those dioceses 
which 
are not as yet gathered Into provinces 
should as soon as jiosalblo form part 
of somo provincial organization." 
So 
Important 
was this 
recommendation 
felt to be that at the Conference 
ot 
1878 this recommendation 
wus again 
repeated in the following words: 
"In- 
asmuch as the sufficient 
and effective 
organization of the several parts of the 
Church tends to promote the unity of 
tho whole, your committee would, with 
this view, repeat tno recommendation 
In the fifth report of the first Lambeth 
Conference, 
thnt those dioceses 
which 
still remain Isolated should, as circum- 
stances 
may 
allov, 
associate 
them- 
selves with n province or nrovlnces. In 
accordance with tho ancient laws rnd 
usages or tho Catholic Church." 
Hitherto, 
however, 
it has not bean 
possible for us to act upon this recom- 
mendation, thero 
being 
no province 
within practicable reach Into which we 
could bo admitted. 
Tho time has now 
come when. If tho Church in the United 
States Is willing to receive tnls Diocese 
Into Its organization, It should no lon 
ger remain in the isolation which 
has 
been a cause of weakness in tho past, 
but 
by 
becoming a 
diocese 
ot the 
American branch ot tho Anglican com 
munton And tho strength that springs 
irom union. 
Now, If wo were' an endowed'or self' 
supporting 
Dloceso 
there 
would 
be 
nothing to hinder tho Bishop, with the 
consent ot tho Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, from making application for ad- 
mission into the oiganlzatlon 
of

Church In tho United States according 
to tne provisions or tho Lambeth Con 
ference; but our position being that of 
a missionary Diocese dependent on ex 
tcrnal support, we require to know ha- 
rorehand whether tho Church In 
tho 
United States 
is 
prepared 
10 assume 
the present liabilities of the Church of 
England 
for the 
maintenance 
of 
a 
bishop and clergy In these Islands; oth- 
erwise an application for union with 
that branch of the Church will have tho 
appearance ot an application for flnanT 
clal support. 
I may Bay here that for over ten 
years I have looucd 
forward to 
tho 
event that finally took place on 
Au- 
gust 12, 1898, and in so looking forward 
I have during this period taken it for 
granted 
that 
whenever 
the 
Islands 
should become American territory 
the 
Church in the United States would take 
steps to relieve the Church of England 
of all financial responsibility 
for tho 
support of the Church in these Islands 
at a given date, so that at that date 
without any break in the continuity ot 
its history, this Diocese with its Bishop 
and clergy would be received into 
tho 
organization 
ot 
the 
Church 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
General Convention of tho Church 
in 
America does not appear to have been 
clearly 
Informed that' the 
Anglican 
Church was duly organized in Hawaii, 
and was not a new field like Cuba and 
tho Philippines, 
and 
so 
this simple 
mode of procedure baa not yet been 
followed. 
This, however, does not hin- 
der us from exprejslng 
by resolution 
our willingness and desire, with 
the 
consent of the Archbishop of 
Cantor-bur- y, 
to come Into the organization ot 
tho Church in the United States, If that 
Church invites us to do so, and offers 
to contlnuo the support we now 
re- 
ceive from the Church of England. 
And wo can do more than this. It Is 
Important to observo that tho transfer 
of spiritual jurisdiction from the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to tho Presiding 
Bishop 
of tho 
Church

Neither the present Bishop of

waiian Islands had not been constituted 
a See of the Anglican communion. 
On 
this point there can be no question. 
Much of tho property wo possess 
was 
conveyed to tho trustees, and the erec- 
tion of a dignified cathedral wits taken 
In hand In the full belief and assurance 
that the foundation had been laid ot n 
seat of tho Anglican Episcopate In the 
Pacific 
ocean 
to 
bo 
maintained all 
down tho ages. 
Our debt to those, by 
whom tho lands vp possess havo been 
given, and by whoso money' tho cathe- 
dral 
nnd other 
churches 
have been 
built, makes it plainly our duty that, 
whilst we express our willingness 
to 
take Buch action ns may be needed to 
enable the American Prayerbook to be 
used In our churches, we nt the samo 
time ask for an assurance- that the Sec, 
of Honolulu will bo maintained 
In its 
Integrity. 
For myself, 
I 
am persuaded that 
only the want ot proper information 
regarding tho state of tho Church in 
the Islands Iibb caused any question to 
bo raised with regard to tno continu 
ance of the Bishopric under tho juris- 
diction of tho American Church. 
The 
Bishop 
of 
New 
York 
is reported to 
have said In San Francisco that pos- 
sibly tho Islands might come Into the 
Dloceso ot California. 
Of course it by 
no means follows that he ever said this. 
But If Bishop Potter held that opinion 
before ho bad visited Honolulu ho was 
of n different opinion after 
learning 
the conditions on tho spot. 
Tho Bishop 
came here officially, 
as representative 
of the Committee on tho Increased Re- 
sponsibilities of tho Church appointed 
by the General Convention in 1898, 
to 
communicate to me in person tho ac- 
tion of the convention in making that 
appointment. 
I had thus tho opportu- 
nity before meeting you In Synod 
ot 
submitting to him a memorandum em- 
bodying the views i havo expressed to 
you, which I purpnso to lay beforo you 
for adoption as a resolution.

the Bishop's careful consideration, and 
after 
suggesting 
nn 
amendment

phraseology ho gave It his full approv- 
al. 
Having this cardial approval, we 
can now proceed with confidence 
In tho 
direction I have Indicated. The memo- 
randum to bo laid 
beforo you first ot 
all expresses 
our 
substantial 
agree- 
ment with tho position taken by 
the 
Committee on Increased Responsibili- 
ties, that the Church in Hawaii Bhould 
ultimately como under tho Jurisdiction 
of tho Church in the United 
States; 
and then goes on to state our readiness 
to take the necessary steps for bring- 
ing the Church Into union with

Church in tho Unltod States whenever 
we receive an invitation 
so to do, the 
Invitation being accompanied with an 
assurance that this seat of tho Episco 
pate will be maintained In its Integrity, 
and that the 
Church

Battles of the Transport 
in 
Two 


Terrible 
Typhoons. 


ALL

Tho 
transport 
Slam, 
loaded 
with 
horses and mules 
for the Quartermas- 
ter's Department nl Manila, 
left 
Ho 
nolulu September C, experiencing 
fair 
weather until the ISth, just as she was 
about to pass through the Ladrones. 
At this tlmo n typhoon struck the ves- 
sel, continuing 
thirty-si- 
x 
hours, blow 
ing the vessel 
several hundred miles 
out of her courso 
Into tfio vicinity of 
Guam. 
During the height of tho storm 
tho vessel 
rolled 
heavily, und, 
after 
damaging tho animals to a great 
ex- 
tent, the captain of tho vessel decided 
to heave 
to nnd sttam Into tho 
wind 
and seas, 
the latter 
being 
cross-sen- s 
from northeast and houtheast. 
Nearly 
200 nnlmnls wcro "down" und two were 
dead. 
Tho captain's decision 
to heave 
to was arrived at lit order to snvo the 
rest of tho nnlmnls from 
u like 
fnte. 
It was a desperate chance to tnko, as 
the wind was blowing 
In a steady hur- 
ricane nnd tho Slnm stood tho chance 
to turn turtle. 
Every man was ordered 
to a place of safety nway 
from 
the 
plunging animals, which were thrown 
bodily from their stalls Into tho 
area-way- 
s; 
tho ship swung 
Into thn trnui?!i 
of the sea and rolled completely over 
Ioii her port side. 
Wo clung on 
to 
wnaicver 
support 
was 
handy, 
nnd 
awaited the flnnl otttcomo 
of tho 
des-pcrt- 
measure. 
Slowly she righted and 
swung tier now into 
the wind. 
Tho 
captain of tho vestol 
was at the helm, 
bravely determined that tho best

two days later sufficient for the officers 
to take their bearings. 
The barometer 
leu oui iweive

After passing the ladrones 
north of 
the Island of Salpan, 
wo had splendid 
n earner ami 
signscd 
Luzon

eastern point, called Capo Engnno. Wo 
expected 
to find a lighthouse 
nt this 
extremity, and, it being nlmost dark, 
the captnln wns ordered to cruise

At 10 p. in. a galo sudden 
ly BirucK 
us, blowing from northwest,

storm increased in severity throughout 
the night and Sunday

worst 
months of tho year for them. Sunday. 
October 
1, tho seas became higher and 
during tho nftern.-o- n 
continually swept 
over tho decks, 
carrying 
overythlng 
movnblo overboard and damaging nil 
the grain nnd hay exposed. 
Down in 
the stables tho animals wcro drenched 
nnd tho stalls flooded so that they were 
unablo 
to stand upon their feet. 
Tho 
men who 
accompanied 
thn nnlmnin 
cowboys 
mostly, 
stood nt their posts 
raising tho animals to their feet, 
im 
pairing tho stalls and stanchions,

roping tho hatchways

shouted nn order to close the hatches 
In order to savo the ship. 
Closing the 
hatches meant suro death to the man- 
gled creatures heaped 
up uown there, 
but our own lives were then at stake. 
It was u difficult task, but soon it was 
accomplished.

winds 
Increased; 
the sea roso hlghor; down we went Into 
the trough of the soa. helpless, ns tho 
vessel would not answer her helm. For 
ten minutes wo rolled nnd pitched nt 
tho mercy

elements, which 
fought with demoniacal 
fury to bring 
us down to the bottom of the sea. First 
she lay upon the starboard and then 
upon the port beam, and each tlmo we 
nwaltcd 
the final summons, but 
the 
good ship rodo It out. 
Monday all day 
wo held on; no sleep; nothing to cat 
nut an occasional 
nardtack. 
Monday 
night the wind shifted around until it 
blew 
from 
the 
East, 
nnd 
Tuesday 
morning nt 11 o'clock 
the wind 
died 
out, the seas 
calmed 
down, 
the 
sun 
burst through the clouds, and Just five 
miles away we discovered 
the 
Baling-tan- g 
Islands. 
Hocks

rocks throughout the storm were what 
we most feared, as we had no way of 
finding 
out 
our 
position. 
Thus for 
sixty hours the Slam fought the 
ele- 
ments and conquered. 
In that time 
I 
doubt If uny roan aboard was able

catch moro than four hours' sleep nt 
tho most. 
They wero all thoroughly 
exhausted from their heroic labors, and 
somo were considerably Injured. Every 
man, passengers rr.d crew, had to lend 
a hand. 
In tho beginning of the storm 
your correspondent went to the stoke- 
hold and shoveled 
ashes, which were 
hoisted 
up to tho decks and scattered 
In the stalls In Hon of sand. 
In nn at- 
mosphere 
registering 
118 degrees, 
the 
work wns enough to lay me up and put 
me on the slckllst In Manila. 
A most horrible sight was presented 
upon the decks, 
where 
the animals 
were stretched out In death: the stench 
was almost unbearable, nnd, tired as 
tho men were, work was Immediately 
commenced 
to get rid of tho enrcasses. 
for two days tho vlncbes were kept go- 
ing getting them overboard. 
Several 
had to be shot, and oven' after we ar 
rived 
In Manila 
harbor several more 
died and two wero shot upon the dock. 
The news of our dluaster spread rapid- 
ly throughout the city nnd the utmost 
regret 
wns expressed. 
With 
Captain 
O'Neil, 
I called upon tho adjutant 
gen- 
eral of tho Eighth Army Corps, and he 
showed great distress upon hearing the 
sorrowful report. 
He said: "You don't 
know 
how much 
wo hnvo counted on 
those nnlmnls." 
General 
Otis received 
tho news in si 
lence. 
Then 
ho stated: 
"Why. 
we 
havo kept back army operations for the 
last week waiting upon 
those mules; 
wo need 
tliem, 
and hundreds 
more." 
Rut when ho heard Captain O'Ncll's 
re- 
port of tho terrlblo struggle even 
for 
our own lives, ho said: 
"1 uon't blame 
you nt all; nothing on eartn could have 
Baved them. 
You did your duty." 


. And so happened 
tho first great dis 
aster In the trniuport 
service, 
and It 
was nn appalling one. 
Even had the 
stables been made ns strong ns human 
Ingenuity could 
hnvo built them, the 
nnlmals could not havo been saved. The 
captain 
of tho 
vessel 
and the two 
mates, seamen 
of over thirty years ex- 
perience each, say they never had such 
a storm and they never want to wit- 
ness another. 
They state that we were 
going toward tho tenter of tho typhoon 
throughout tho 3torm, 
which accounts 
for tho barometer falling so low. 
As we entered tho harbor, we heard 
firing over nt Cavllo, which Dewey cap- 
tured last year. 
Tho rebels are again 
there, and for two weeks 
dally skir- 
mishes havo been taking place around 
there and at linns. 
Tho artillery 
flro 
can bo plainly heard in Manila, and at 
night tires can be eecn blazing in 
ev- 
ery direction about Cavite. 
Only day 
before yesterday, October 
9, I drove 
out to I.onia 
Church, 
which !swith!n 
tho city limits, and tho 
Twenty-fift- 
h 
Infantry wcro Just deploying 
around 
the church Into the Held uml trenches 
there. 
Tholr outposts had been 
sud- 
denly and viciously attacked by the in- 
surgents 
anil sharp 
firing 
frotif 
both 
sides wns kept up for an hour, the In- 
surgents finally being uislodged 
by tho 
artillery flro of Ihttery D, Fifth Artil- 
lery. 
Finding that headquarters of tho 
Twenty-fift- 
h 
Infantry 
were 
out 
be- 
yond 
Tondo, 
near tlio famous 
water- 
works mid Culoociu, where our troops 
fought so bravely hut March uml April. 
I drovti rapidly over there, taking not 
nn hour to muku tha circuit, 
Hero 
I 
wns halted by the Nliiteenili 
Infantry, 
which 
wits stretched ucrmu 
Uiu road, 


I went out to thu Ircnclies 
where 
tho 
bo) 
wcro 
lying 
down, 
mid, 
peeping

bloodshed, 
ravings about liberty, 
des-

of-

democracy 
the entire 
Kelgn of Terror 
had always been the 
most fascinating chapter In all history. 
When, therefore, 
I happened to be in 
London 
In May, lf.71, at the time when 
a fierce war existed between the 
Na- 
tional Government of France nnd the 
Commune, 
directly after 
the 
Kranco-Oerma- n 
War, when 
Paris was barri- 
caded and was un.lor tho flro of the Na- 
tional guns, I had en intense desire to 
visit that city 
If I could do so safely. 
It was 
believed 
tn London 
that 
the 
National troops would not be ulilc to 
enter the city for 3ome weeks, nnd 
un- 
til they did, life In the city Itself was 
In no dancer excepting 
on tho Ver 
sailles sldo 
of it, where the fighting 
was continuous. 
On the 
10th 
of 
May, 
1871, 
W. C. 
Dreyer, of the firm of Bowles Urothcrs 
& Co., American bunkers In Paris and 
London, 
told me that he should leave 
on tho evening train for Paris, and in 
order to pass without arrest 
through 
the military lines which tho Commune 
had established around Paris, had se- 
cured from the American Minister 
In 
London 
tho 
ofllse 
of 
bearer of 
dis- 
patches 
to 
Minuter 
Washburn 
In 
Paris. 
At his suggestion I called 
on 
the American Minister at once, and ho 
made me also a be.uer of dispatches to 
Mr. Washburn. 
Ve, tho Joint bearers, 
left b 
the evenlns train for Paris, vln 
Calais, and reached the railway station 
In Paris early In tho morning. 
Tho 
northern part of Franco was still occu- 
pied by sections of tho German army 
In order to keep tho peace and until 
the National 
Government 
had taken 
nossesslon of the city. 
A company 
of Communists, without 
uniforms, occupied tho railway station, 
and the officer in command, after care- 
fully examining cur papers, permitted 
us to enter. 
On 
entering 
a 
flacre 
we 
drove 
through the streets. 
The stores were 
closed. 
Tho quiet of a New England 
Sunday prevailed. 
As we approached 
a barricade 
const rutted 
of carts and 
stones, we stopped, and the officer 
in 
command examined 
our papers. 
lie 
read them with dlmculty, and did not 
appear 
to understand them. 
Dreyer 
told him that we wero Americans on 
our way with dispatches to tho Ameri- 
can 
Minister. 
Ho 
replied: 
"The 
American Minister 
Is our friend. 
Go 
on, gentlemen." 
On renchlng tho Ho- 
tel Chatham, I engaged my room nnd 
found myself about tho only guest In 
tho house.Dwyer 
left with tho dispatch- 
es and also left vord at the rooms of 
Edward King that I had arrived. King 
was tho correspondent 
of tho Doston 
Journal, and had been a correspondent 
In the Carllst revolution In Spain, 
In 
tho war in Bulgaria, and in tho Franco-Germa- n 
war. 
He remained 
In Paris 
during the siege, and kept to his post 
during 
the 
Commune 
trouble. 
He 
spoke tho French language with ease, 
and his large figure, blond face 
and 
tactful manner enabled htm to 
move 
among the Communist troops on duty. 
I had known him lor some years. 
We 
strolled along the Boulevard des 
Ita- - 
llens and settled down In tho Cafe do 
la Palx 
for 
breakfast. 
Every Btorc 
was closed. 
Tho streets were deserted. 
We alone occupied 
the large room of 
tho cafe. 
But tho 
street-sweepe- 
rs 
were 
at work as usual, as If the Empire was 
at peace. 
The waiter brought 
to us 
coffee and remarked, "We are doing 
no business now." 
lu u fow moments 
a regiment 
of 
Communists, covered 
with mud and dirt, inarched by. They 
had served In tho front and were 
re- 
tiring for a rest. 
Wo then proceeded to 
military headquarters for a pass. King 
said: 
"I mnst 
lvo you a standing, a 
character: 
I will call you an American 
educator." 
He made a speech 
to the 
officer In charge, complimented tho of- 
ficers oa their fidelity 
to duty, and got 
me a pass, under tho Hlgnaturo 
ot the 
commanding general. 
As 
wo 
pasted 
out Into the ftreet, Kl.ig said: 
"Listen 
to tno musketry 
lire In tho tranches 
at Issy." 
Then wo hoard tho report of 
cannon, 
Wo hired 
a 
hack, but the 
driver stipulated that 
wo should not 
ask him to get under (Ire, 
At the 
Trn-eodcr- o, 
from which there was an excel- 
lent view 
of the entrenchments, 
we 
saw the smoke and hoard the reports of 
tho miiikets along n lino of ten miles. 
Many thousand ve.dresed 
French 
men with their 
wive 
stood 
near us, 
nnd without any excitement 
watched 
tho distant content, 
On reaching" the 
Am de Trlomphe, (he driver sold "Vs 
shall be under flro In this place.'

wa left lilin prolrclH

Tho floor was cmered 
with straw and troops were sleeping 
upon

Wo reacheJ tho office of the 
Minister 
of 
Education. 
King 
intro- 
duced 
me ns nn "American educator." 
The Minister nnwo and made a speech 
about the now education of France. Ho 
said that ho was laying new founda- 
tions for a 
grand 
system, 
nnd 
he 
raised his hands ntoft ns he became 
eloquent. 
The windows 
wcro open nnd 
I could hear the thunder of the guns 
on Mont Valerien. 
We tnen leu tnc 
hotel. 
A few 
days 
afterwards 
this 
magnificent structure was burnt to the 
ground by order of tho Commune. 
The 
Minister of Education 
wns 
captured 
and shot within thice weeks. 
Several days had passed, and as 
wo 
went to lunch we saw workmen at the 
base of the magiilflcent 
column with 
the statue of Napoleon 
crowning It, In 
the Placo Vendome. 
We were told that 
an order had been given to destroy It. 
A crowd 
stood near by watching 
the 
sawing of the column. 
Just above the 
pedestal. 
On tho 10th of May It fell 
upon a vast bed of faggots and sand. 
Note 
Ten 
years 
nfter wards, 
with 
King Knlakatia, 
I rode through Paris. 
As wo passed thrnuh 
the 
Rue 
do la 
Palx the French gentleman 
who 
at- 
tended His Majestv pointed to tho spot 
where the column had stood nnd snld: 
"Tho column 
of Nnpoleon 
stood there. 
The miserable) Commune destroyed It." 
I replied: "I snw 
I ho workmen sawing 
It off." 
"But," 
uo snld, with surprise. 
"you come from the Sandwich 
Islands, 
tho other sldo of "lie world. 
Do your 
people ever como to Paris?" 
For 
a 
week longer fresh troops went through 
tho streets 
to tho 
front or returned 
with their 
wounded 
for rest. 
Every 
day was crowded 
with 
strange 
inci- 
dents. 
One Madame 
lo Clcc, a bright 
Frenchwoman whom 
I had known 
In 
New York, called and nsked if I would 
swear that sho was a citizen of Amer- 
ica. 
She feared hint trouble wns com- 
ing. 
I signed a certificate of residence 
for her. 
One evening wo were nt 
the"AmerI-ca- 
n 
Embassy. 
It was said to us In a 
whisper, "Tho Versailles Army will at- 
tack all nlong tho lino within 
three 
days and blood will run In the streets." 
King, ns a correspondent, 
could 
not 
leave. 
Ho said there would bo without 
doubt nn awful maesacrc, nnd If he was 
accidentally cnught ho might bo shot 
before ho could identify himself. 
I left for London and waited there. 
Within a week 
tho attack was made; 
the National troops entered. 
The fool- 
ish Communists 
11 red upon them from 
the 
windows 
and 
housetops. 
The 
troops beat down tho doors of houses, 
dragged 
out 
tho 
inmates and shot 
them. 
Tho Communists defended 
at 
every point. 
Tho Porte St. Martin, tho 
St. Eustache Church, tho Rue 
Royal, 
tho Hotel do Vllle, 
the Theatre 
Ly-riq- 
the Palace of tho Legion 
d'Hon-neu- 
r, 
tho 
Palais 
do 
Justice 
wero 
burned. 
No 
quarter 
was 
given 
by 
either 
side. 
The Communists tossed 
away their lives 
in frenzy, ns if they 
were toys. 
As tho National troops cap- 
tured ono barricade after another 
tho 
Communists, Instead 
of surrendering, 
fought desperately. 
Tho 
women 
nnd 
children brought powder and ball and 
food. 
The National troops 
took 
no 
prisoners 
because 
none 
surrendered 
They shot every ono captured. 
After 
the city was 
In the hands of the 
Na- 
tional troops 
tho 
executions began 
Tho 
London 'Times' correspondent 
of 
May 30, 1871, said: 
"Yesterday about 
1 o'clock General G.illfet 
(tho present 
Minister of War) appeared at the head 
of a column 
ot 0,100 prisoners. 
Upon 
their 
haggard 
countenances 
and 
In 
their downcast cjes there was no ray 
of hope to be ccen. 
They dragged list- 
lessly along towai'Js Versailles as If It 
was not worth 
tho 
trouble to walk 
there to be shot. 
General Galllfet halt- 
ed thorn Just beyond 
the Arc do Trl- - 
omphc, 
selected 
eighty-tw- o 
and 
had 
them shot." 
I returned to Paris as soon ns peace 
wns restored. 
Tho marks ot the shells 
and tho bullets were everywhere. 
But 
the bloodstains had been removed 
and 
tho city 
was 
tranquil. 
Twenty-fiv- 
o 
thousand men, 
women 
and 
children 
had 
been 
killed; 
thirteen 
thousand 
wcro condemned 
for life; seventy thou- 
sand women and children and old men 
were left without protectors or support. 
Edward 
King 
had 
secured 
a 
room 
and 
closed 
It 
during 
tho 
street fights. 
Krin 
tho roof of 
tno 
house ho could 
see- tho conflagration 
and hear tho 
caunan 
and musketry. 
Several times he had ventured Into the 
street. 
The moment 
the 
fight was 
oyer ho ventured out and on every aide 
saw the evidences of tho struggle, The 
National troops were making arrests 
and executing their prisoners on 
the 
Bpot, 
He described to me tho caio of 
a pretty brunette, 
1C years of age, 
n 
Communist, who had defied some 
sol- 
diers. 
They took her a short distance, 
placed 
her against a stone wall and 
shot her. 
Ho then cast the event Into 
poetry, In tho evening, und tho verses 
had u wldo circulation 
through 
(he 
United 
Stairs 
In Hcrll'iior'a 
Mngaxine, 
They mo ms follows;

minutes' respite to that he could take 
to his mother n iiher watch, because, 
he said he did not wlh her "to lose 
everything." 
The 
officer 
consented, 
thinking that he would never uppenr 
again. 
But within tho three minutes 
tho Uttlo fellow appeared, shouted out 
"Hero 
I ami" placed 
himself against 
tho wnll at the foot of which his dead 
comrades were lying, faced about, nnd 
In an Instant fell dead with a bullet In 
his heart.

to 'lie rpot wheie he fell. 
King said: 
"Who will sing the song 
or this Uttlo 
hero, vho kept IiIb word 
like Casablanca?" 
With marvellotio 
energy tho citizens 
of Paris, outwardly ut least, recovered 
themselves. 
The 
massacres 
of 
the 
Reign of Terror 
In 1793 had not been 
more 
brutal. 
Tho 
people 
hnd 
lived 
through the Blepe of tho German army, 
and Its dlsnsteis 
und sufferings 
had 
been followed 
by the civil war of the 
Commune; 
but 
ihe 
peoplo 
resumed 
their Industries at once. 
Their mar 
vellous thrift and recuperative 
force 
struck order out nf tho general chaos. 
Their habits of life instantly 
put the 
machinery of llvlnic in existence. The 
places 
of amusement 
were 
quickly 
opened 
nnd 
wero 
filled. 
Trade 
began nnd the foreigners camo lu 
to 
Bpend 
their money. 
Tho people 
were 
poorer, but they 
well 
understood tho 
nrt of close llvln?. 
Once moro Paris 
showed her vast 
--anncity for recupera 
tion.
